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BRISTOW PERHAPS. 


Grant’s Ex-Secretary of the Treesury 
May Succeed Gresbam. 


TWO STRONG POINTS IN HIS PAVOR 


He Is Inclined to Clevelandism and 
Is a Republican. 


SECRETARY OLNEY MAY BE THE MAN 


Bome Talk of Putting Him at the Head 
of the State Department and 
Changing Mr. Smith. 


Washington, June 3.—(Special.)—Despite 
the sweltering hot weather here, a flouting 
rumcr concerning the vacant state portfolio 
sent a cold chill down the spinal columns 
of the democratic leaders in Washington 
today. The report was to the effect that 
the president was seriously considering the 
advisability of appointing as his premier 
to succeed Gresham, Benjamin H. Bristow, 
formeriy of Kentucky, who was secretary 
of the treasury under :Grant. Bristow 
has always been considered a republican, 
aithough he has not been active in politics 
since he retired from Grant’s cabinet in 
sii. 

In many respects his political career is 
@ paraliel of that of Gresham; like Gresh- 
am, his active association with the re- 
publican party Was. as a candidate for a 
republican presidential nomination. In 
1875, when the. great scanda's in connec- 
tion with the famous whisky ring at St. 
Louis were exposed, Bristow was Secretary 
and took an aggressive

part in forcing the offenders into felons’, 


——- 

cells. But when the hot trail led to the 
door of the white house, his hounds were 
pulled off. Bristow gained much prestige 
as a result of his own course in the whisky 
ring scandal and had a big following at 
the Cincinnati convention in I1s76, but 
‘fraudulent Tiayes -Awas ‘nominated and 
Bristow quit in disgust. He has lived since 
in New York—a dead letter as a political 
factor. It is now said, however, that 
Bristow has been a general political re- 
former with an inclination toward Cleve- 
landism for several years. 

This might be sufficient democracy to 
suit the president, but it will nardly satis- 
fy the democracy of the country. Secre- 
tary Gresham had at least publigly re- 
nounced republicanism and had become a 
democratic apostle before he was selected. 
Democrats will refuse to believe the story 
of Bristow’s appointment until it is ac- 
tually made. 

The prevailing impression here has been 
that Attorney General Olney would be 
transferred to the state department. Ol- 
ney has not made much noise in the cabinet 
and has, unfortunately, always been con- 
sidered a corporation man. Many persons 
consider him to be the ablest man in the 
cabinet. If Olney is appointed there may 
be a shake up in the cabinet. Hoke Smith 
may be transferred to the department of 
justice and ex-Governor Francis, of Mis- 
souri, may succeed him as secretary of 
the interior. James C. Carter, of New 
York, who was associated with the Behring 
sea arbitration as American counsel, might 
be made attorney general. There is also 
talk of Postmaster General Wilson for 
secretary of state, but as yet all seems 
speculation. 


SILVER MEN DOMINATE. 


They Have the Majority in Ilinois. 
Will Declare for Bimetallism. 
Chicago, June  3.—Throughout Illinois, 
especially outside of Cook county, the fight 
has been bitter and unrelenting between 
the advocates and opponents of free silver 
coinage within the democratic party, and 
“as the state convention is to be held next 
Wednesday at Springfield, the preliminary 
work of the silver men is about concluded. 
It is admitted by the gold standard men 
that the convention will put through a 16 
to 1 platform with flying colors and it is 
said to be the intention of the rank and 
file, who stand for the silver side of the 
party, to make ali the trouble they cat 
for the federal officeholders ‘and other so- 
called goldbugs. It is understood to be the 
programme mapped out by Govenor Alt- 
geld, Secretary of State Hinrichsen and 
other leaders of the Illinois democracy, to 
make an oven fight on President Cleveland, 
Senator Palmer and the big or little demo- 
crats in office who represent the federal 
anti-silver element. Numerous Chicago 
democrats who expect to be appointed to 
federal cffices and others who are influenc- 
ed by personal interests, will stay away 
from the convention on account of the hot 
weather. The officeholders under Altgeld 
intend to introduce a resolution to the con- 
vention condemning the president's mone- 
tary policy. Eleven counties’ ordinarily 
controlled by men holding government posi- 
tions, have defiantly declared for free coin- 

age. 

Not To Attack Cleveland. 

Springfield, Iil., June 3%.—Secretary of 
States S. Hinrichsen denies the report 
that it is the programme of the leaders 
in the coming silver convention to make a 
fight on Cleveland or the national admin- 
istration. He says the convention will be 
a dignified one and that noth'ng unseem- 
ly will be done to encourage a divis!on 
in the democratic ranks. It is probable 
that resolutions will be adopted favoring 
a national convention on the money ques- 
tion, but outside of this it is not expected 
the convention will go outside the vall. 


SILVER CONVENTION IN KANSAS, 


One Called To Meet at Topeka on 
Jane 1Sth. 

Topeka, Kan., June 3.—A. C. Shin, vice 
president for Kansas of the American B_- 
metallic ‘League, today issued a call for 
a convention of the advocates of free 
coinage of silver to. meet in Topeka, June 
18th, to take such action as -s dec.ded 
upon as best calculated to advance the 
cause of silver. .Among sudjects that will 
be discussed is the adv-siability of or. 
ganiz.ng an independent free silver party. 
Congressmen S2bley and Bryan and Presi- 
dent Warner, of the Amer-can Bimetallic 
league, w-il be present. 


LOOKS LIKE CAMPBELL 


Will Be the Democratic Candidate for 
Governor of Ohio. 

Cincinnati, O., June <%.—Congressman 

Paul Sorg, of Middletown, today said to 


@ reporter: 
‘“‘There is no need of the democratic party 


being in a hurry to hold a convention. I | 


would favor a convention held not earlier 
than the latter part of August.” 

“Who ‘will be nominated?” 

“I have not the slightest idea.” 

“Will you be a candidate?” 

“Not under any circumstances, Last year 
I went through two hard political fights. 
That is enough for any man in a short 
space of time.’”’ 

This positive declaration of Congressman 
Sorg is taken to mean that ex-Governor 
Campbell will emulate the example of Gen- 
eral Bushnell, the republican nominee for 
governor, and will not be a candidate, but 
will be nominated and will accept never- 
theless. 

In fact United States Collector Dowling 
Was at Middletown today and it is said 
was in conference with Governor Campbell 
as to the general make-up of the slate. 
In this connection it is said by persons in 
a position to know that all differences be- 
tween ex-Governor Campbell, . Senator 
Brice and John R. McLean have been 
amicably settled and that they, with Con- 
gressman Sorg, will unite on Campbell for 
governor, and make a strong effort to cap- 
ture the legislature. 


DRUGGISTS MUST HAVE A LICENSE 
If They Use Liquor in Filling Pre- 
scriptions, 

Washington, June 3.—In an opinion read 
today by Justice Field, the supreme court 
of the United States aitirmed the judgment 
of the Connecticut courts, sustaining the 
law requiring druggists desiring to use 
liqucrs in the dispensing of prescriptions, to 
procure a license therefor. Mason ’'P. Gray, 
a druggist of Gorton, was fined for violat- 
ing the law. and he endeavored to secure @ 
reversal of the judgment on the ground that 
the law was in violation of the fourteenth 
amendment to the constitution, in that the 
law rendered partially useless a pharma- 
cist’s license previously granted him, there- 
by depriving him of the use of his property 
without due process of law. Justice Field 
said there was no trespass upon any of 
Gray’s rights under the fourteenth amend- 
ment or under the state constitution, by the 
imposition of the fine, and the judgment 
was therefore aftirmed.

A Conference at the White House.

Washington, June 3.—Secretary Carlisle 
returned to the city last night and was at 
the treasury department this morning. He 
had a lone conference with the president, 
at the white house, at noon.

The penitentiary bill was consider- 
ed, but little progress was made. An 
amendment was adopted that the prison 
have at least 750 cells instead of 1,000.

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TO COME UP IN OCTOBER. 
South Carolina's Dispensary Law To 
Be Before the Supreme Court. 
Washington, June 3.—The South Carolina 
dispensary law will again come before the 
Supreme court of the United States next 
Octcber for examination of the relations it 
bears to the interstate commerce clause of 
the constitution. It will come up on habeas 
corpus proceedings in behaif of KH. C. 
Beach, a constable under indictment by 
Governor KLyvans, who is in the custtdy of 
the United States marshal for contempt of 
court in the violation of the order of Judge 
Goff, of the federal court, forbidding the 
Ofiicers of the state to seize packages of 
liquors imported into the state fer the per- 
sonal use of the owner. 
Barber made application a fortnight ago 
for leave to file a petition for a writ of ha- 
beas corpus, which would bring up 
the whole question, and the leave asked 
for was granted today. Chief Justice Ful- 
ler announced that the case would be heard 
on the first day of the next term of court 
in October. 


Adjourned for the Term. 


Washington, June 3.—There were seven- 
teen cases disposed of by the United States 
Supreme court teday, and then it adjourn- 
ed for the term. It will assemble atrain 
for the term of 1895 on the second Monday 
of October.

FAKE BUILDING ASSOCIATIONS. 


One of Them in>-the Hands of a Re- 
ceiver. 

Pittsburg, Pa., June 3.—This afternoon 
Deputy Bank Examiners Cochrane and 
Niles took charge of the A. A. Alles Build- 
ing @nd Loan Association and formally 
placed it in the hands cf the Union Trust 
Company, with James S. McKean as tem- 
porary receiver. This is the beginning of 
a series of assaults upon the fake building 
and loan associations which infest this com- 
niunity, and before the close of the present 
week several others will probably be placed 
under the ban of the state banking depart- 
ment. The Alles association is hopelessly 
involved in financial ruin. A big expense 
fund and careless handling of the funds are 
said to have been the causes of the collapse. 
Whether or not there are any assets can- 
not now be stated. 

The Freehold Building and Loan Asso- 
ciation, with headquarters in this city, 
Was closed up this afternoon and a re- 
ceiver appointed. The Freehold concern, 
in itS literature, says it had an authorized 
caphtal of $50,000,000. The association had 
bee® in existence a little over a year. It 
has @ branch office at 11 North Juncher 
street, Philadelphia, and branches in twen- 
ty-eight other Pennsyivania towns, and 
eight branch offices in West Virginia. It 
has disposed of 30,000 shares at a par value 
of $1) each in Pennsylvania and West 
Virginia. All have not been fully paid for, 
and @ correct statement of the amount of 
money received cannot be learned until af- 
ter an examination is made. It was 
learned, however, that the depositors 
would not receive more than 20 per cent of 
the money deposited. 

The Alles Building and Loan Association, 
raiaed this morning, has probably taken in 
about $70,000 and will not be able to pay 
more than-10 per cent back to depositors.

Rivera Yesterday. 


WAS TRIED IMMEDIATELY AFTERWARD 


The Court Martial Found Him Guil- 
ty and Sentenced Him To Death. 


HE IS TO BE EXECUTED TODAY 


Major Clavijo, the Would-Be Assassin, is 
Said To Be Insane, but That Does 
Not Save His Life. 


Madrid, June 3.—At 11 o’clock this morn- 
ing Major Clavijo, infantry officer, walked 
into the oflice of General Primo Rivera, cap- 
tain general of Madrid, whom he saluted. 
As he dropped his hand, after touching lis 
cup, Major Clavijo drew a revolver and 
without a moment’s warning liread two 
shots at the general, both of wkich took 
effect in the chest. General Primo Rivera 
fell to the floor mortally wounded and his 
assailant attempted to. fire again, but 
Gencral Aymerich, who was present, Struck 
the assassin down with his saber. Sum- 
moning guards, he had kim taken to prison. 
It is believed Clavijo is insane.

They Have Recovered Their Courage, 
and Are Now Taking Everything 
Drinkable They Can Find. 


Columbia, S. C., June 3.—(Special.)—Super 
visors Green, of Richland, and Bedenbavgh, 
of Newberry, together with all other super 
visors of registration in the state, opened

He he injunction 
against Supervisor Green on May Sth, at 
Columbia, at the same time that he declar- 
ed the registration laws of the state to be 
urconstitutional; but that Against Supervis- 
,or Bedenbaugh he had issued only the day 
at Richmond. His order suspend- 
ing these injunctions came as a great sur- 
prise to those who had obtained them, The 
attorneys who secured the injunction 
against Supervisor Bedenbaugh had just re- 
turned home from Richmond, and when 
they read in tne next morning’s papers that 
Judge Goff had suspended the injunction 
they were more or less dumfounded. 

Various reasons are given far the judge's 
actions. Some take it as a matter oft 
course, following the action of the court of 
appeals in docketing the appeal frem Judge 
Goff’s decision, but others say: that the 
judge was affected by the unanimity with 
which the court of appeals decided that the 
case was Within its jurisdiction, and that it 
was of such importance as to merit ad-

RATE COMMITTEE MEETS HERE TODAY 


The Seaboard’s Offices Will Be Taken from 
Atianta in the Near Future—Other 
News of the Roads. 


The regular annual meeting of the South- 
ern Railway and Steamship Association 
for the purpose of electing officers and 
framing a new agreement will be held on 
June 12 tn New York. 

If signs count for aught this will be the 
most important session ever held by the 
association, there being so many matters 
of grave importance pending before the 
body which affect its future welfare. 

It is said by certain members of the as- 
sociation in Atlanta that there will be a 
great deal of a sensational nature to crop 
Out at the approaching meeting in New 
York, as it is expected that several op- 
posing factions among the railroads, of the 
south will be present. 

It is held that the feature of the pro- 
gramme that is likely to develop most in- 
terest is the framing of a new agreement 
by which the roads will be held together 
next term. 

It is Known that this always brings out 
a breat deal of debate and hurts all op- 
posing: interests into a wrangle. This year 
there will probably be more strife aroused 
than, ever before since there are so many 
railroad interests out of. the associatton 
that Want to enter under certain condi- 
tions. 

It is Known that the Seaboard Air-Line, 
which has remained out of the Southern 
Railway and Steamship Association for a 
long time, will enter it again if there is 
that in the articles of agreement which 
pleases the officials of the system. 

It is even hinted that the Seaboard Air- 
Line will appear before the members of 
the association at New York with a propo- 
Sition concerning the new articles of*agree- 
ment, and that it will ask certain condi- 
tions upon which it will become a mem- 
ber. It cannot be ascertained just exactly 
What these conditions are, but it is thought 
that they have no bearing whatever upon 
the: personnel of the management of the 
association. The oft-repeated stories Cirat 
the Seaboard makes the retirement of Com- 
missioner Stahiman the condition upon 
which it will re-enter the association has 
been denied, and it may be safely put 
down that there is no sucht stipulation in 
the proposition that the Seaboard will 
probably make to the assoviation. 

It is thought that the Seaboard will 
make a strong tight to change the nature 
of the agreement that binds the roads 
together, but it is now told upon good 
authority that this contingent will not 
raise the slightest opposition to the pre- 
Sent commissioner. 

The Norfolk and Western, which staid 
out of the association at the last meeting, 
will probably make a strong pull to change 
the articles of agreement in order 
that it might find it advantageous to come 
back into the folds. '‘'here seems to be a 
vast deal of interest in this line of work 
that is to come up at the next meeting, 

It is not clearly understood by many. in 
the railroad world why the annual meeting 
of the association is woing to be held this 
year so far in advance of the time regu- 
lariy set apart for these annual business 
sessions, which is August 8lst. It may be 
that the members of the association find 
it necessary to begin now in order that 
all the intricate issues involved might be 
untangled by August 31st, when the pres- 
ent agreement expires, in order that the 
hew can be put into effect immediately up- 
on the expiration of the old.

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WORK OF THE BIG COURT 


Rapidly Catching Up with the Docket. 
Work of the Term. 
Washington, June 3.—A review of the 
work accomplished by the supreme court 
at the term ended today shows that it is 
making substantial prcgress toward the 
time when it shall have caught up with 
the business of the docket, The docket of 
criginal cases brought in the court cone 
tained, at the beginning of this term, the 
second Monday of last October, eight cases, 
during the term eight additional ones were 
docketed, making a total of sixteen in all. 
Of these, nine have been disposed of, seven 
remaining to be entered upon the docket of 

1895. 

The appellate docket, the one in which 
the public is most interested, had 714 cases 
last October, aud 252 have since been added, 
making a total of 1,046 for the whole term. 
Of these, there were disposed of, by opinion 
of the court, by dismissal under the rules, 
and. by dismissal by the appellants, 46, 
leaving 640 to be carried over to the next 
term, a gain -of seventy-four, When the 
court adjourned today there were thirty- 
eight cases still pending under advise- 
ment, having been argued and submitted 
to the court for its determination: These 
include «& number of of general in-

WHAT CHIEF JOYNER HAS TO SAY 


Declares That the Construction of Another 
Main at Once Is Necessary—J udge 
Hillyer’s Opinion.

Atlanta’s water supply was on its full 
blast yesterday. 

The famine of a day was felt and glory- 
ing the fresh abundance, hydrants were 
flowing fountains were sparkling and 
street sprinklers were running in ali parts 
of the city. 

The bursting of the on Hemphill 
avenue, which was the cause of the trou- 
ble, had opened up an important question, 
and in every direction comes a cali for an- 
other main. This is urgently advocated 
both by Chief Joyner, and Judge Hillyer,

“There is no doubt about it,’’ said Chief 
Joyner. “‘‘Another main should be put down 
and put down at once. There should be no 
delay about the mattér. bursting of 
the pipe on Sunday has taught us a les- 
son. it shows that at any time what oc- 
curred yesterday is liable to happen again, 
and in case of a fire it is a serious question. 

“but I am not in favor of having the 
mains run by It would be im- 
practicable as well as foolish, should this 
be done, asis readily seen. One of the pipes 
might burst and the other placed by its 
side Would share the same fate. Cast iron 
is a treacheréus thing; it is iiable to break 
Wen expected and at any time. If 
the two mains were run on Hemphill avenue 
together, and what occurred yesterday 
Should again happen, there would be danger 
of Atlanta having no water. The force of 
such an explosion as occurred yesterday 
would throw the duplicate main out of 
place. 

“This is a serious question. Should the 
Water supply give out duiing a large fire, 
we would be almost at the mercy of the 
flames. Fhe possibility of seriéns truubdle 
from tire wil! be always present, unless some 
action is taken in the construction of this 
duplicate main. I advocate, and have al- 
ways advocoted, the construction of an- 
other main, but I think that it would be un- 
Wise to construct it parallel with the one 
now in use. 

**In annual report recently I have 
called attention of the council to this mat- 
ter. My last report contains the following 
paragraph: 

‘In this connection I have desired to re- 
peat the suggestion contained in the former 
report in regard to the laying of the dupli- 
cate Maip to some convenient point in the 
city, tor l am satistied that its value cain- 
not be estimated. The duplicating of en- 
gines and the machinery in use by the wa- 
terworks, While necessary, would be of no 
avail in case of accident to the water main, 
and proper steps should at once be taken 
to have a duplicate laid within some conve- 
nient point in the city. This would make 
our system of waterworks almost perfect 
and save the city from a disastrous vonfla- 
gration, for if thera should be a weak or de- 
fective place in the water main it would un- 
acubiedly be discovered and the break most 
likeiy occur when an increased - pressure 
Was put on for’ fire service.’ 

“Thus, you seé,”’ continued the chief, “I 
have been pushing this question before, and 
in my opinion no time should be lust in tak- 
ing immediate action.’ 

Judge Hillyer was also heartily in favor 
putting in a new main. “Everything 
about the city, he says, ‘in the water- 

works system is duplicated but this one 
of that single main on Hemphill ave- 
This should be put in at once, and it 
would probably cost $50,000. Kut the cost 
is a matter of secondary consideration in 
view of the peril under which we are now 
placed.”’

Macon, Ga., June 3.—(Special.)—There was 
@ large audience tonight at the chapel of 
Mercer university in attendance on -the 
sophomore exhibition. This is always a pop- 
ular exercise of commencement. The con- 
test was for prize medals in declamation, 
The speakers acquitted themselves admir- 
ably, winning the frequent and enthusiastic 
applause of their auditors.

What the Figures Show. 

The Georgia Southern and Florida rail- 
way has issued a circular giving the names, 
addresses, shipping points and number of 
acres of melons and cantaloupes, and esti- 
mated number of crates of peaches and 
pears and other fruits grown along the line 
of that road from Macon south to Palatka, 
a distance of 285 miles. 

There are along the line of the road and 
tributary to it about 225 fruit growers. The 
total acreage in melons for 1895 is estimated 
at 2,972, the smallest acreage in six years. 
The acreage in 1894 was 3,108; in 1893 it was 
4,922; in 1892, 3,054; in 1891 which was the 
big year, 7,335 and in 1890, 3,037. The acre- 
age this year is 1,000 acres below the aver- 
age. 

, The acreage of cantaloupes for 1895 is es- 
timated at seventeen. 

The peach crop is estimated at 90,477 
crates, and the pear crop at 25,660 crates. 
The largest average of melons of any one 
grower is 125 acres, by R. H. Sutton, of 
Sycamore, Ga.; H. N. Feagin, of Tob«mof- 
kee, and S. P. Jones, of Cordele, have one 
hundred acres each. Tifton is the greatest 
peach growing section on the line of the 
road south of the Perry and Macon terri- 
tory. The product of Tifton is estimated 
a@t 15,500 crates. Tift and Snow are the 
largest growers. Thejr crop is estimated 
at 10,000 crates of peaches and 2,500 crates 
of pears. The Cycloneta farm, at Cyclo- 
neta, expects. to market 5,000 crates of 
peaches and about 60,000 pounds of grapes. 
E. H. Tift and H.«~H. & W. O. Tift are 
great grape growers. They estimate their 
yield at 100,000 pounds. The Elberta Orch- 
ard Company, of Elberta, near Macon, is, 
of course, the big peach farm. Its crop is 
estimated at 40,000 crates. The Oak Bridge 
Orchard Company, of Perry, expects to 
market 20,000 crates. T. N. Bohner and 
F. H. Bland, of Cordele, will have about 
1,500 crates each. 

Around Adel, Cecil and Valdosta, Ga., 
and Hampton, Fla., are the principal pear 
sections. Valdosta will market about 
14,000 crates and the Adel and Cecil Sections 
about 7,000 crates. Hampton will market 
about 900 crates.

CHARGED WITH CONSPI RACY. 


Another Oath-Bound Organization Un- 
earthed by Revenue Officials. 
Dahlonega, Ga., June 3.—(Special.)—The 
latest whitecap organization is that re- 

ported from Union county. 

This new one is of the regulation anti- 
informer variety. 

Two men alleged to be members of the 
society are now in Lumpkin jail awaiting 
a hearing before -he United States com- 
missioner and warrants are out for ten 
others. 

The men in jail are named Cavender and 
Douglas. The charge against them Is en- 
tering into a conspiracy to intimidate wit- 
nesses in the United States courts, the 
specific charge being that they, with about 
a dozen others, took from his home a man 
named Phillips, living near Blairsville, and 
beat him so unmercifully that they left 
him for dead. 

Warrants are out for ten others. 

The revenue officers say that after they 
had beaten Phillips until he dropped, ap- 
parertly dead, they gathered around his 
body and each swore eternal secrecy. 

Phillips recovered consciousness and was 
able to tell some of his assailants. It is 
said he will probably die, however. 

The cause‘ of the attack was the belief 
that Phillips had informed on blockade

TEARING DOWN THE OLD. 


Workmen Begisethe Demolition of the 
Savannah Theater. 
Savannah, :Ga., June 3.—(Special.)—The 
work of demolishing the oldest theater in 
the United States began.today. It will be 
remodeled between now and next season at 
a cost of $25,000. This theater was built by 
Amos Schudder in 1818. Schudder came to 
Savannah from New Jersey in an ox cart in 
1817 and built many of the oldest buildings 
in this place. ‘The exact cost of building 
the old theater, as shown by an old account 
book found a day or two ago, was $16,- 
047.6912. It sold, together with the property 
on which it is built, for $50,000, to Henry

JUDGE: WRIGHT DIES. 


One of Georgin’s Ablest Lawyers arid 
Bravest Soldiers Passes Away. 

Forsyth, Ga., June 3.—(Special.)—As 
peacefully as child falls asleep Judge Gil- 
bert J. Wright, the eminent jur‘st and 
soldier, passed away at his home here this 
morning at 4 o’clock. 
Judge Wright had been in ‘ll health for 
some time and for the past faw days had 
failed rapidly and his attending phys-c-ans 
expressed themselves as being very doubt- 
ful of his recovery. In fact, his death had 
been momentarily expected for the past 
two days. The news of Judge Wright's 
death will carry the deepést sorrow to the 
hearts of h's friends all over Georgia. He 
Was, a few years ago, regarded as one of 
the ablest lawyers at the Georgia bar. On 
account of h‘s fa.ling health he was com- 
pelled to give up his practice four or five 
years ago, since which time he has lived 
Quietly at his home here. He had a re- 
markable h-story, one that is replete with 
heroic deeds in the days of reconstruction, 
and brilliant in its every deta:l as a law- 
yer. 

Judge Wright was born in Gwinnett coun- 
ty, near Lawrenceville, on February 1, 
1825, where he lived until war was declared 
W.th Mexico. He was one of the first 
volunteers that crossed the Mexican bor- 
der with the United States army. He 
stood bravely at his post and left a record 
43 a fearless soldier. When the Mexican 
war c.iosed he returned to Georgia and 
located at Albany; where he was admitted 
to the bar ip 1847. In 1850 he married Miss 
Dorothy Chandler, of Carrollton, who sur- 
dart him. Judge Wright rema.ned in Al- 
Jany until the late war broke out, when 
he enlisted in the Army of V.rginia, under 
Robert Lee. On account of his 
daring and bravery he was soon promoted 
to 4 position as colonel and just before the 
War closed was appointed brigad.er gen- 
eral.

The 
high embankments on the sides have stood 
the action of the weather perfectiy, leading 


‘to many expressions of approval from the 


members of the inspecting party, The con- 
dition of the company’s buildings is also 
gratifying. All of them, from La Fe io the 
hospital, have been visited and found to be 
in an excellent state of preservation. 

The commission went over the whole line 
of the railroad on May 16th. This trip from 
Greytown to the terminus at Camp No. 7%, 
was made on a hand car, at an average 
speed of about eight miles an hour. ‘tne 
condition of the road, after so long a suSs- 
pension of work, was fhe subject of favor- 
eble and general comment. The embank- 
ments are firm and well settled, presenting 
a uniform grade, as originally laid down. 
The track is in excellent condition—one of 
the commissioners remarking that a loco- 
motive and train of cars might even now 
run over it in perfect safety. The only 
imperfections were where native timber 
had been used for ties.¢ With the repiace- 
ment of these, which are few in mumber, 
the road will be in perfect condition. 

The inspection thus far made shows that 
there has been no wash or perceptible set- 
tling of the embankments and the side cuts 
in the sections of road in excavat.ng 
which in some cases were almost vertical, 
practically as originally made, The 
stability of the work is shown by the fact 
that writings and caricatures made by the 
workmen on the face of the clay slope re- 
tain even their sharp outlines. The crumb- 
ling of earth from the face of the elope 
has not in any case been sufficient to ob- 
struct the small side drains. This demon- 
strates that there need be no fear of in- 
jury by rains to similar works in this, the 
rainy section of the canal. 

The party will finish its preliminary work 
here in two or three days more. Then, on 
May 2ist, the commissioners expect to 
start for the lake region.

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Historical Facts. 

We print elsewhere a letter from a 
correspondent who makes some extracts 
from a letter he hus received from a 
friend in New Orleans. 

If, as our correspondent his 
friend is earnestly seeking light, be may 
Well pause when he comes to such 
torical facts” as the Hon. Josiah Patter- 
Son delivers himself of. The Ilon. 
Josiah cares no more for a bistorical 
fact in regard to the money question 
than he does about the connection be- 
tween the Esquimaux and the lost tribes 
of Israel. He has set out to please Mr. 
Cleveland, and to succeed in that he is 
Willing io discard all the teachings of 
history and experience. 

It was Mr. Carlisle who characterized 
the surreptitious demonetization of. sil- 
ver as the “crime of. 1873." That is a 
historical fact that is worth noting. 
Another historical fact that is equally 
important is that Mr. Carlisle, who was 
at that time denouncing the tinancial 
policy of the republicans as “the great- 
est crime of the age,” has now embraced 
it, and, in the interest of the money 
lenders, is trying hard to foree it on 
the party that has consistently opposed 
it from the first. 

When England established the single 
gold standard in 1816. she mapped out 
her own policy and pursued it alone, 
having no conference with neighboring 
Nations and caring nothing whatever 
about their opinions or interests. Ger- 
many became a silver standard eountry 
Without consulting the opinions, views 
and interests of neighboring natons. At 
the close of the Franco-Prussian war, 
Avhen Germany dGiscarded @ailver and 
made the gold standard, it was done as 
a stroke of war policy. When John 
Sherman and the republican conspira- 
tors demonetized silver in 1873, they did 
not consult the views of the people. but 
acted in bebalf of European bankers. 

France, Which had for eighty vears 
maintained the ratio between gold and 
silver at 15% tv 1 with not half the 
fluctuations that occur every month in 
the rates of exchange between London 
and New York, did not her mints 
entirely to silver until IST9. The Ger- 
man law. substituting gold monometal- 
lism for. silver monometsllism, was 
passed on the 4th of | December, 1871, 
and its execution was begun in 1872. 

“For nearly a century’—we quote the 
language of M. Henri Cernuschi, who is 
a recognized authority—“the ounce of 
gold had nowhere in the world ever 
been worth more or less than fifteen 
and one-half ounces of silver. Why? 
Because for uearly a century in the 
country best stocked with silver and 
gold, namely, France, the coinage of 
the two metals had been free, and free 
at the legal ratio of 15% to 1 between 
the weight of the monetary unit in sil- 
ver and that of the same unit in gold. 
French bimetallism had formerly been 
at 15. It was in 1785 that France, in 
order to put herself in) harmony with 
the laws of other countries, passed from 
15 to 15%. Everybody being at liberty 
to get the two metals coined in France 
at the ratio of 1514, nv producer, no 
holder of silver or gold either in Europe, 
in America. or in Asia, had ever fhought 
of parting with the kilogramme of silver 
or the kilogramme of gold for a smaller 
sum, whether in francs, or in dollars, in 
pounds, in thalers, in Mexican piasters, 
orin rupees. Thanks to French bimetal- 
lism, there existed a parity of value 
between a defined weight of gold anda 
defined greater weight of silver. The 
monetary material of the world was 
thus unified, so unified indeed, that 
England and India did not even per- 
ceive that their respective unlimited 
legal tender coins were of different 
metals. 

“Neither wars,” M. Henri Cernuschi 
continues, “nor commercial crises, nor 
the more abundant production, now of 
silver, now of gold—no national event 
had ever been able to disturb the benifi- 
cent domination of the French 15% 
either in one hemisphere or the other. 
For this domination tb cease, the old bi- 
metallic law had be transgressed 
and abandoned in France itself. This 
was done, but by a case of imperative 
necessity without precedent in history.

Germany, had undertaken to demonetize 
and export all its money. Export 
whither? Principally to France, a 
country always open to large coinages, 
which, without wincing, had allowed 
herself to be flooded by California and 
‘Australian gold, but which did not 
choose to be flooded by German silver. 
Why? Because Germany was making a 
two-fold operation. She was exporting 
silver, and, at the same time, was ex- 
porting gold. To check this combined

187%, and entirely prohibited ft in 1879.” 

Now we submit that the historical 
facts as set forth by M. Cernuschi are 
much more important and have a much 
more direct bearing on the situation 
than the hodge-podge and_ rubbish 
gathered together by such a@ person as 
the Hon. Josiah Patterson, of Tennes- 
See, who was never heard of as a finan- 
cier until he began to crawl on his belly 
in the bushes behind the white house 
and worship Cleveland. The facts of 
history and experience are not only en- 
tirely against every contention of the 
goldibugs, but they show that an inter- 
national agreement is not necessary to 
the restoration of silver as a part of the 
standard money of this country. If 
France alone could maintain the ratio 
of 15% for nearly a century, the United 
States can maintain the ratio of 16 until 
the European nations perceive the futil- 
ity of holding aloof and join in the pro- 
cession. 

As some. of our readers may have 
been deceived by the swarm of mis- 
statements that,daily appear in the gold- 
bug organs in regard to the prospects of 
an international agreement, we present 
below the statement recently made by 
Sir William Vernon-Harcourt, the chan- 
cellor of the British exchequer, in re- 
sponse to a memorial from the friends 
of the single gold standard. 

After acknowledging the receipt of 
the memorial, Sir William says: 

“IT have no hesitation in giving, on behalf 
of the government, the reply which you 
bave the right to expect.” 

He briefly outlines the proceedings of the 
Brussels conference, and the failure to re- 
Summon it, and continues: “I concur en- 
tirely with the opinion expressed in your 
address that the experience of well nigh a 
century has proved that our present sys- 
tem of currency is suited to the wants of 
tnis great commercial country, and that to 
depart from it would be disastrous to the 
trade credit of the United Kingdom. The 
continuity of the national policy is more 
necessary in this than, perhaps, any other 
question. You may rely upon it that her 
majesty’s government will not depart from 
the course pursued by all the governments 
that have preceded it, and will not give 
countenance to any change in the founda- 
mental principles of our monetary system, 
nor in any discussion in which they may 
be called. upon to take part will they admit 
any doubt as to their intention to adhere 
to the single gold standard, which you justly 
regard as essential to our well being as a 
commercial nation,” 

We shall have an international agree- 
ment Whenever the United States detn- 
oustrate their independence by opening 
their mints to the free, unlimited aud in- 
dependent cvinage of silver. When that 
event occurs, We shall have prosperity, 
aud with prosperity we shall care as 
littie about an international agreement 
as Great Britain now cures.

Accommodation for the Negroes. 

We desire to call the attention of our 
colored fellow citizens to the importance 
of promptly taking steps to furnish suit- 
able accommodation for their people 
who will come to the exposition. 

While the white people are making a 
very determined effort to be able to 
properly entertain all of the white vis- 


“itors who come, we hear nothing from 


tlie colored people. They certainly need 
some kind of arrangement to take care 
of the visitors of their race who will be 
present at the exposition, and t®e move- 
ment that will insure proper accommo- 
dations for that occasion cannot be 
started too soon. 

It is a fact that many of the places 
now used as restaurants and lodging 
places for the colored people, not only 
in this city but in other southern cities, 
need to be greatly improved to be made 
respectable. The character of such 
places are not such as good, decent col- 
ored people will want to _ patronize. 
There is no reason why the enterprising 
colored people in this city should not at 
once organize some movement by which 
they can make a proper and creditable 
display of their advancement on this 
line, There are no better cooks in the 
world than the colored cooks, and it is 
surprising that so many fine cooks only 
exercise their art in cooking for others 
and never reach the perfection whea 
they cook for one another. There is 
nothing to be done but for the leading 
colored people to get together and take 
such steps as will guarantee an ade- 
quate supply of lodging houses. 


The- 
tumble-down shanties that are now used | 


for eating houses, where the cooking is 
not at all desirable, and the whole ap- 
pearance and surroundings dirty, will 
not speak well for these people during 
the exposition. 

We have no doubt that the enterpris- 
ing white people of this city will con 
tribute money to assist the right kind 
of colored people in making this much- 
needed improvement, Nothing indicates 
the civilization of a race of people more 
than their manner of living. It need 
not be extravagant, but it should, above 
all things, be clean and comfortable. 

We merely throw out this hint with 
the hope that it will be taken up and 
that proper places will be provided so 
that colored people who come here, as 
they certainly will, from all parts of the 
United States, will be able to see a de- 
cided improvement in the mode of living 
among this race. 

It will be the pleasure of The Con- 
stitution to aid our colored fellow citi- 
gens in pitching the standard for lodging 
houses and restaurants for the colored 
people on a higher grade than has been 
in vogue in the past. We hope their 
leading citizens will take hold of the 
problem. It is an important matter and 
will save much mortification if it -is 
properly handled in time. There is no 
need for any costly buildings to be con- 
structed. The main feature is to have 
the places protected from any rowdy 
element that would want to intrude. 
Let our colored people be up and doing. 
If they show no disposition to help 
themselves they cannot expect help from 
others. 
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A Meritorious Measure, 

The ordinance introduced yesterday 
at the meeting of the council, and pre- 
pared by the city attorney, preventing 
heavy traflic wagons from occupying 
the city thoroughfares paved with as- 
phalt and brick, should be adopted. It 
wis referred to the street committee, 
Which now has jit under consideration, 
and which will probably report it) to 
the couner for favorable action. 

The this ordinance will 
work hardship on nobody, and it will 
be generally beueticial. If Peachtree 
street was the only paved thoroughfare 
in that portion of the city it would, of 
course, be a hardship to discriminate in 
the vehicles which should use it, but 
there are three or four paved thorough- 
fares parallelling it, and it is a wonder 
that the city council hus delaved = so 
long in taking such action as. will Keep 
the heavy traffic wagons off that street, 
and require them to use the other paved 
streets, which will serve their purpose 
just as well.

Europe seems to no longer to attach any 
serious importance to the position of the 
silver question in this country. Observers 
there seem to have reached the conclusion 
that our agitation about free cuinage is 
but an ephemeral phase of poputar 
ignorance, destined to disappear under the 
influence of the conservative common sense 
of the people at large; and their judgment 
is a safe one. In the south and west a 
very marked reaction against national tree 
coinage thas. set in under the dif- 
fusion of information through the _ va- 
rious sound money ‘agencies, and the 
best judges of sentiment -and  poii- 
tics in those sections agree that the silver 
kings can make no further progress in their 
efforts to create a government market for 
their product. There is a quasi-conserva- 
tive element among us who have clung to 


the nope that a settlement might be reached | 
‘ 


through establishing international bimetal- 
lism, but the hopes of that class are fading 
before the growing evidences of the im- 
probability of bringing about such an agree- 
ment; if not also from growing misgivings 
whether such an arrangement wouid prove 
equal to providing for a present annual 
world-product of $200,000,000 of the metal 
and possibly of a yearly increase in addi- 
tion. England’s disposition in the matter 
has been shown this week by the chancel- 
lor of the exchequer’s emphatic public aec- 
laration that under no conditions what- 
ever would the British government sanction 
any departure from the historic gold siand- 
ard policy of the nation. From the oppo- 
Site political party came authoritative warn- 
ing to Mr. Balfour and Lord Salisbury 
that the conservatives would oppose any 
concessions toward bimetallism. This ma- 
terially lessens the hope of England sup- 
porting a double standard policy; and, as 
England goes, so Germany will follow, if 
not even France also. Clearly, therefore, 
conference or no conference, international 
bimetallism is now surrounded with greater 
doubt than ever as a settlement of this 
question. In reality, this should settle the 
question; though the fanatical! stubbornness 
of the silverites may help to Keep the issue 
in politics for some time longer. In the 
meantime, it is certain that no legislation 
favorable to silver could be enacted so 
long as the presidency is in its present in- 
cumbency. 

Mr. Clews seems to understand Presi- 
dent Cleveland better than some of his 
democratic friends do down this way. 
He puts the case tersely and probably 
authoritatively. No man _ understands 
the president’s views on finances better 
than .the Wall street contingent, and 
we do not doubt the fact that Mr. Clews 
thoroughly understands Mr. Cleveland’s 


position. 

The thing for our people to consider 
is, why is so much deference shown to 
England in the settlement of our finan- 
cial troubles. 
does not care the snap of a finger for 
the welfare of the United States, She 
only wants to get the products of our 
country at the lowest: price, and. she 
gets it with the single gold standard.

England and the Gold Standard. 

Editor Constitution—From a special 
friend I have received the following let- 
ter: 

“A few weeks ago I heard Hon. Josiah 
Patterson speak at the chamber of com- 
merce He simply stated historical facts 
and without argument, and since then I 
have read much on the subject, including, 
of course, everything you have sent. 

“When Engiand established a gold stand. 
ard in 1816 it appears it was only a quese 
tion of time when all other Christian, 
commercial and civilized nations on the 
earth, including the United States, would 
follow suit. The ‘crime of 187l' was not 
that silver was demonetized (that had al- 
ready been accomplished by Engiand, Ger- 
many and France), but that such great 
sums of token money should have been 
authorized and coined and made legal 
tender fer its full face for an unlimited 
amount.

‘‘Let the United States abandon the gold 
standard established in 1873 and return to 
the silver standard, and commercially it 
at once drifts away from the civilized na- 
tions of the world and goes over to the 
semi-civilized and semi-barbaric. I think 
we had best remain with Europe rather 
than go with South America and Asia. 
Don’t you think so?’’

THE PASSING OF JUMBO HUNTER 


He Is Now No More Officially, and His 
Successor Has Been Selected—The 
Venable Matter Comes Up. 


The culmination of the political animos- 


ity which for some time has been brewing | 


between some of the members of the gen- 
eral council, was reached during the regu- 
Jar session yesterday afternoon in a man- 
mer sudden and unexpected. 

It is a matttr of serious regret that cer- 
tain differences, mainly in the question of 
the eligibility of Mr. W. H. Venable to hold 
his: seat in the board of police commission= 
ers, and other affairs prior to that, have 
brought about a split which has resulted in 
ili feeling intense and bitter between the 
factions thus formed. 

The charge that the present municipal ad- 
Ministration has been the tool of a potitical

pointed by Mayor King, which appointment 
Was confirmed yesterday by the council.

They 
had watched the proceedings with interest 
and both had listened attentively to the 
Speech of Councilman Welch, from the 
fifth, in witch he advocated the reinstate- 
ment of Jumbo, or rather opposed the ap- 
Pointment of Mr. George F. Saxe, the 
young man who was named by the mayor 
for the place.

The fact is the condition all around was 
unsettled. Some of the more sedate and 
peaceful members now and then glanced 
towards the door. To them the little dra- 
ma was scarcely enjoyable. But they stuck 
it out, 

They were forced to stick it out because 
there were affairs of paramount impor- 
tance up for consideration. 

The opinion of the city attorney on the 
eligibility of Police Commissioner Venable 
Was expected to be read at any moment. 
In fact, Judge Anderson ai one time 
walked out before the body with a big roll 
of typewritten manuscript in Nis hands 
and began to read by way of introduction 
to his decision the ordinance of Council- 
man Nelms questioning the right of Mr. 
Venable to hold his place on the police 
board. 

It was’ then that Counciiman Campbell 
jumped up and moved to table the reading 
of the decision. 

Welch Takes It Hard, 

Councilman Welch had been speaking 
frequently during the afternoon, The tem- 
perature had affected him in the collar. 

He began to speak. As he_ spoke his 
wrath rose higher and higher. At least it 
appeared such, for he beat upon the top 
of his desk so viciously that his third fin- 
ger was bruised and an application of ar- 
nica was necessary. 

Mr. Welch was on his fect furiously at- 
tagking the reading of the decision of the 
city attorney. He was making ~eep lunges 
into the Nelms ordinance. 

“Some of these men,” he said, ‘“‘go out 
on the stréet and say one thing and then 
they come here and vote another. There's 
no use in-denying it. Now, some of these

After this outburst Mr. Welch looked 
about the hall with a fiery glance. 

It 'was evident that Councilman Nelms 
thought thatthe remarks of the gentle- 
man from the fifth were aimed at him. 
At any rate, just as Mr. Welch concluded 
one of his eloquent climaxes, Mr. Nelms, 
in a threatening way said that he would 
see him later. 

Mr. Welsh’s Defiance. 

Catiline was not more intrepid when he 
faced the Roman senators than Mr. Welch 
when he bade defiance yesterday after- 
noon, 

‘Tl am afraid of no one,”’ he said. “I am 
twenty-one years of age and I am respon- 
sible for everything that I say or do. I say 
that this is a shame, and I do not mean to 
take back anything that I gay. 

“Some of you men have brought unwar- 
ranted charges against a man who has 
done more for your city than any other 
man. 3111 Venable may be a poiitician, 
but that is nothing against-him. I say 
that you are casting thrusts at one of At- 
lanta’s best men and that it is all unde- 
served. It is all a political scheme. 

“Now,” he continued, rapping on the top 
of his desk fiercely. “‘now it has been said 
that my face would be slapped.” 

Here the voice of the councilman trem- 
bled. 

‘“T have heard it said,’’ he went on, “‘that 
my face would be slapped, but I stand here 
and I challenge and I dare any one to—’’ 

“Come to order! Come to order, Mr. 
Welch,” interrupted Mayor Pro Tem. 
Boyles. ‘“‘Limit yourself to the discussion of 
this question.” 

Mr. Welch continued to speak. He spoke 
long and furiously. The ill feeling that had 
broken out afresh between him and Counceil- 
man Nelms showed itself in every direc- 
tion. He was reminded again, when he 
had finished, by Mr. Nelms that he would 
see him outside. Mr. Welch said that he 
would be glad to see him and there was a 
determined glance in his eye. 

Friends Took Charge. 

It was seen that serious trouble was in 
the air. Mr. Broyles came down from the 
chair and it was occupied for the time by 
Councilman Campbell. Alderman Howell 
and several others walked with Mr. Nelms 
to one side of the room, where they advised 
that he let the matter drop. Others were 
talking to Mr. Welch and there 
effort on the part of all the members to 
keep the trouble down. 

They Meet Again. 

It was expected that trouble more serious 
than any before would happen when the 
two men met after the adjuurnment of the 
ses#on, but an amicable adjustment was 
brought about by the _ eftorts of Mr. 
Broyles. Mr. Nelms was wa}king towards 
the Coor. 

“Come here, doctor, I wan't to see you,” 
said Mr. Broyles. Mr. Nelms walked over 
to where, with two or three others, Mr. 
Welch was standing. 

‘Nelms, I want you to shake hands with 
Welch. This affair is all over and there 
will be nothing more of it.’’ 

Mr. Nelms laughed and Mr. Welch laugh- 
ed. Then Mr. Nelms said: 

“I have my friends and I have my ene- 
mies. I Know how to treat my friends and 
I know how to use my enemies. I ama 
man of my word and what I do is open. 
I hide nothing under a bushel.” 

“Those are my sentiments,’’ echoed. Mr. 
Welch. “I stand and I shall always stand 
for what I think is right and nothing will 
deter me.” 

In this way the two men talked fora few 
moments. It was easily seen that there 
would be no more trouble. So everything 
Was smoothed over and they departed 
happy. 
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Alas, Poor Jumbo. 

The session yesterday afternoon marked 
the passing of the most conspicuous figure 
in municipai affairs. Jumbo Hunter will no 
longer appear, for the present at least, in 
public life. His official decapitation was 
one of the most important acts of the ses- 
sion yesterday afternoon. He had been 
there, had Jumbo; with his Keen, hard eyes 
he had scrutinized the faces of the assem- 
bled councilmen, but little did he wot of 
the fate in store for him. 

It was about the middle of the session 
that an order was read signed by the mayor 
appointing Mr. George IF’. Saxe to the posi- 
tion of license inspector. For a moment 
there was a dead silence. Then Mr. Welch 
arose and demanded to know who was this 
strange man. He thought that it was 
wrong for a fellow who had done his duty 
as Jumbo seemed to have done to be 
ousted in that summary manner. 

The councilman wanied to know who the 
new Richmond was. 

“Not that I want to make any objections 
to the feHow, but I want to know some- 
thing about him. Who is he? Where did 
he come from?’ 

In this way Mr. Welch 
talk for a time. He was informed that 
Saxe was a good man and thoroughly 
quilified to take any position. 

This information came through 
man Nelms, whose speech was 
phatic. “The mayor would not appoint a 
man,” he said, “unless he was abie to 
take the place. I have confidence,’ he 
continued, ‘“‘in the appointment and [I want 
to say that this man is a good man and 
will make a good officer.” 

It was at.the intermission just 
juncture that the scene between Council- 
men Howell and Colvin occurred. For 
some time there was a deluy and it look- 
ed as if the vote on the question of con- 
firmation would never be taken. The 
and nays were called for and Saxe 
confirmed by a vote of 13 to 4. 

Who Mr. Saxe Is. 

Mr. George Saxe, who will now fill the 
mantle of the famous Jumbo, is a young 
man well known in Atlanta. He has for 
a number of years been in the grocery 
business, connected. with the firm of Rice 
& Saxe. 

He takes the on“ous duties of Jumbo on 
immediately. It will be his duty to at- 
tend to the burying of the dead, to look 
after the water accounts for the city and 
to examine all licenses. 

The office which he will take was cre- 
ated at the first of the year. Up to that 
time there was no ordinance providing 
for the office. Since then it has ‘been 
filled by Jumbo Hunter by the cousent of 
the mayor and the council. 

The question of making the office was re- 
ported to the board of aldermen and hung 
there for some months. 16 was clearly 
seen that there was an effort, or rather 
that the agttation was aimed at the final 
dethronement of the immortal Jumbo, and 
it was for that reason that the alder- 
manic board, besides the other duties in- 
cident to the position, piled on 
the arduous task of looking out after 
the water bills. This was done with the 
hope that no one but Jumbo could be 
induced to accept such a place. Then the 
question,was referred to the general coun- 
cil again and a conference committee ap- 
pointed to take it into consideration. After 
some weeks they reported to the same 
point as the report of the aldermanic 
board. So the office -was created and it 
became necessary for the mayor to ap- 
point. Mr. Saxe was put in and will go 
to work at once. His term, however, will 
expire in July, but it is probable that he 
will be reappo-nted. 

That Venable Matter. 


What is the decision of the city attorney 
in reference to the seat of Mr. Venable? 
This is the question that ig weighing on 
the minds of those who were at the ses- 
sion yesterday. At one time C:ty Attorney 
Anderson had ‘been sent for. The council 
had voted to have the decision read and 
settle the whole affair, but all at once 
the motion to table was made and carrzea 
and the city attorney was forced to te 
tire. 

The history of this interesting affair is 
known. It dates back to the times when 
there was blood on the moon with the 
board of police commissioners and when, 
for the purpose of breaking a fast dead- 
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Brotherton are credited with having con- 


sulted attorneys and divulged the fact 
that it was illegal for a man to hofd a 
municipal and at the same time a@ state 
office. Then the deadlock came on again. 
It appeared that there would be no hope 
for breaking it. The city council took it 
in charge. The Nelms ordinance was in- 
troduced. It called for the ousting of Venr 
able. By a vote it was decided to refer 
the matter to the city attorney, and it 
was done. The report has been pending 
for some months. At the previous meet-ng 
of the council it was decided to have the 
matter come up yesterday afternoon. 
Wanted It Postponed. 

When the matter came up in the regular 
order Of business Councilman Welch moved 
that the matter be indefinitely tabled. 

In order to allow debate, however, at 
the request of Councilman Nelms he 
withdrew the motion. Councilman Nelms 
said that he wished the matter laid over 
to the next meeting. He made a few re- 
marks to emphasize his point. 

Alcerman Howell said that he was in 
favor of settling the whole affeir at once, 
It was his opinion that it should be finally 
settled. 

The motion of Mr. Welch to table was 
lest by a vote of 7 to 9. Mr. Nelms with- 
drew his motion to postpone. The original 
resolution of Mr. Nelms was then read, 

“I move,” said Mr. Howell, ‘‘that it be 
adopted.”’ 

The ayes and navs were called for. A 
tie resulted. It rested with the mayor pro- 
tem. to decide. He cast his vote in favor 
of. adopting the resolution. 

The opinion of the city attorney was 
then called for, but Judge Anderson was 
not in the’ hall and it was decided to go 
or. With the regular routine until the city 
attorney could be found.

ONE BLOCK WAS FOUGHT SATURDAY 


The Holders of the Other Properties 
Will Not Talk. 


SOUTHERN RAILWAY INTEREST RUMORS | 


It Is Said That Mr. Atkinson Is Acting for 
That Railroad—He Could Not Be 
Seen Last Night. 


A big land deal, engineered by Mr. H. 
M. Atkinson, the well-known banker, has 
gone through successfully within the past 
three days. 

The property involved is that lying along 
Elliott street, between Nelson and Hunter, 
some of it fronting on West Mitchell street, 
some on Markham and some on Nelson. 

The property is, or was, owned by Mr. 
John Young, Mr. Cicero Bridwell, Mrs. 8. 
D. Stocks, Mrs Brown and Dr. H. Moz- 
ley, and is about an acre and a half or two 
acres in all. 

The amount paid for the land 1s esti- 
mated at from $50,000 to $70,000, and there 
are Various and numerous rumors as to 
swvhy the land was bought. 

It is not certain, as to all the property, 
that the deal has been made, but it is 
known that on last Saturday morning the 
titles to the properties owned by Mr. John 
Young, on West Mitchell street, passed 
over to Mr. H. M. Atkinson. In whose 
name, however, the titles are made, the 
seller of the property will not state. In 
fact, he was requested at the time not to 
mention that there had been a sale made 
by him. 

This Young property fronts about 108 feet 
along West Mitchell, running from the cor- 
ner of Elliott and West Mitchell to the May 
Mantel Company building. On it is a store 
occupied by Truitt, a saloon run by W. P. 
Walpert and the residence of ae. | - ee. 
Along Illiott street there are several small 
buildings, The land is about five-eighths 4 
Of an acre in area. The price paid is said 
to have been $18,000, 

The location of this property as to the 
railroads is a peculiar one. It runs along 
elliott just elongside the property 
of the Southern railroad, upon a _ portion 
of which is situated the old East Tennessee 
depot. This depot, however, is used at 
present by the Atlanta and Florida road. 

The lots owned by Mr. Cicero Bridwell 
and Mrs. Brown lie side by side, fronting 
on West Mitchell and extending back to 
Markham street. That of Mr. Bridwell is 
the railroad and extends along it 
to the last named street. The lots of Mrs. 
Stocks and Dr. Mozley are side by side and 
reach to Nelson street and front on the 
railroad, 

As to whether there had been a iransac- 
tion regarding the last four named could 
not be ascertained. Several persons living 
in the neighborhood were positive that Mr. . 
Dbridwell has sold his property, but that 
the purchasers had insisted that he men- 
tion nothing of it. He stated that he nad 
receive? no money as yet for his property, 
but would like to and would not say that 
he had had any negotiations with any one. 
stated that Southern Railway 
(Company had purchased the property of Mr. 
Young, Mr. Bridwell and Mrs. Brown as 
w H as that of Dr. Mozley and Mrs. Stocks.

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ASSAULTED A WHITE BOY. 
A Nexgro in Decatur Severely Injures 
Young Charley Allen. 

A burly negro, while loitering about De- 
catur yesterday morning, brutally assaulted 
a young and inoffensive white boy. 

Charley Allen, son of Thomas V. Allen, 
the old confederate veteran, who lives on 
Moore street in this city, went to Decatur 
early in the day.

Decatur depot they were accosted by a ne- 
gro man, who cursed them. The boys were 
frightened and begged the negro to let them 
pass unmolested. ‘Their words of entreaty 
seemed to enrage the negro, and he became 
more violent and approached the boys in a 
threatening manner. Becoming thoroughly 
alarmed at the -negro’s threats, the boys 
turned and sprang down the railroad bank. 

Charley Allen was the first to leap, and as 
he darted away the negro hurled a brick at 
him. The brick struck the boy in the right 
side and he fel! headlong to the ground un- 
conscious, The railroad ticket agent rush- 
ed out of his office and the negro fled down 
the track, outrunning his pursuers. 

Young Allen was picked up nN an uncon- 
scious condition and was carried into a 
drug store near at hana. A physician was 
speedily called and he at once went to work 
to rally the boy. An examination showed 
him to be hurt internally and his parents 
were notified by telegram of the assault. 
The father and mother of the boy went 
down to Decatur on the first train and 
brought the injured boy to their home in 
this city. He was suffering great agony 
and was delirious most of the time. He was 
not to tell how he was wounded and 
could of the circumstances that 
led to fhe assault. Later on in the after- 
noon, however, he became rational and his 
pain was eased by the use’of opiates. It is 
hard to say just how badly he is hurt. No

The Military Boys Will Go to ‘the En- 
campment Next Week. 


JUNE IS THE OPENING DAY 


Only $16,000) Has Been Appropriated This 
Year, but It Will Be a Successiul En- 
campmentin Spite of Difficulties. 


1TH 


Next Tuesday fhe state military encamp- 
Ment will begin at Camp Northen on the 
Outskirts of the pretty little city of Griflin. 

In spite of the fact that the state has 
appropriated a much smaller amount this 
year for the encampment than last year 
and year before last, the officials in charge 
have gone about their task with as great 
@ determination and as hearty zest as they 
ever did to make the annual encampment 
@ great success, and by the co-operation of 
the military forces that are to be in the 
drills they hope to make it a grander suc- 
cess than ever before. 

Quartermaster General A. J. West, of 
this city, will go down to Griffin in the 
near future to prepare for the reception of 
the troops in the camp, and Assistant 
Quartermaster General Kenan left yester- 
day to look after the details of arrange- 
ment. 

The same plan will be adopted this year 
at the encampment as was in vogue last 
year and year before—that of receiving 
only half of the state volunteer soldiery. 

There will be but few, if any, of the At- 
lanta troops there, as they had their turn 
last year. This year the encampment will 
be for that half of the Georgia torces that 
reside for the most part in southern Geor- 
gia. 

The cavalry encampment will not be at 
Camp Northen this year, as it was last, 
the military advisory board and Governor 
Atkinson having decided to allow them to 
encamp at suitable grounds near Savan- 
nah, the reason being that nearly all the 
cavalry commands of the state are located 
in southern Georgia. 

In this way it is to be seen that the en- 
campment at Camp Northen this year will 
not be as large as it was last vear in point 
@f attendance, but it thought that it 
will be quite as successful in point of use- 
fulness and tha? the soldiers who are en- 
camped there will enjoy the benetit of a 
more thorough training than heretofore. 

Governor Atkinson has arranged yith 
the war department at Washingion to have 
Lieutenant Satterlee, who had in charge 
the inspection of the state volunteer sol- 
diery last year, remain in Atlanta two 
months longer than his period of duty in 
order to have the benefit of his experience 
in this capacity in starting off the encamp- 
ment this year. 

“IT have had a good deal of trouble this 
year in getting a band for the encamp- 
ment.’* said Governor Atkinson to The 
Constitution, ‘‘the Atlanta bands all, hav- 
ing such a prospect of local work that they 
would not sign a contract except for a 
high figure, running up to about a 
thousan# dollars. I guess we will have to 
try some of the other bands of the state.” 

The appropriation by the state legisla- 
ture this year for holding the encampment 
is only $16,000, and the officials who have 
the fund in hand will have to squirm 
around a good deal to make the expendi- 
ture ends meet. 

Lieutenant Satterlee’s Report.. 

Lieutenant Sattenee, who to retire 
from service here as inspector general for 
the volunteer soldiery of Georga, has filed 
quite a lengthy report with the war de- 
partment at Washington. 

In this report he gives much interesting 
data about the condition of the state troops 
of Georgia which bs"*rs upon every com- 
mand in the state. 

Following are’ some extracts from 
réport:

Charges were duly preferred, but 
no action was taken to my knowledge. Dur- 
ing the second tour of duty, there were

court-martial. The deserter, a private ol 


Company A, Fifth regiment, was dismissed 


from tne service, To this end, he was pa- 
radaed before his regiment, tormed specially 
for the purpose, and the orders promul- 
gating the sentence of the court, approved 
by the governbr, Were read, He was then 
curnisined with cCivilan clothing and a 
‘dishonorable’ discharce certificate, and set 
at liberty. The action thus iaken had a 
very saiutary effect at the time. lt nas 
had since—the man having applied, lam in- 
formed, for employment at two places, and 
lu cack llisbiance was denied. 
“The close proximity of the camp to the 
city Of Griffin afforded too much occasion 
for the Men to visit there, anu this disad- 
vantage Of location Was apparent in the 
tov g-eat absence of men atter caps.’ The 
eranting of passes was not as well regula- 
ted during wie tirst tour of duty as it 
might have been, too many men being al- 
lowed to visit Grillin ana remain absent 
until a late hour.

According to the evidence it seems that 
on the day when the Knights of Pythias 
parade occurred, Bailiff McDonald was in 
his buggy on Pryor street, along which the 
procession was about to pass. He was or- 
dered to move on, but refused, Sergeant 
White and Patrolman Morrison thereupon 
arrested him for obstructing the way vf! 
the parade. ; 

When McDonald's case was called before 
Judge Calhoun the judge held that there 
had been no violation of a city ordinance 
by McDonald and ordered the case dismiss- 
ed. McDonald, his case dismissed and 
his Knowledge of) the Jaw vindicated, 
went before Justice Orr and swore out a 
warrant charging the two officers with 
false imprisonment, This was the issue be= 
fore Justice Orr. It was then sought to be 
shown by Jucge Anderson, city attorney, 
as counsel for the officers, that McDonald 
had violated a state law. 

‘the following is the decision of Justice 
Orr in deciding that the ofticers haa no 
right to arrest McDonald for refusing to 
move; 

“It does not appear that McDonald was 
arrested and detained by Morr!son, under 
orders from White, jn consequence of thie 
Violation of any c.ty ordinance. If this ap- 
peared, there would at once be an end tv 
this case. It is contended that McDonald 
did violate a state law and that he was, 
therefore, properly arrested and detained. 
Assuming that this contention is. true, that 
McDonald did ‘willfully disturb or inter- 
rupt the peaceable and orderly proceedings 
of the Fifth regiment, who had author.ty 
to arrest him and detain him until the close 
of such parade? Did the police otmcers in 
question have this right? The matter seems 
to be regulated by statute. Section 1103 (y) vot 
the code provides that this authority shall 
be exercised by the ‘officer commanding 
the detachment, Cumpany or battahon. It! 
the police officers are supject to the orders 
of. these military officers, which it Would 
require some authority to prove, is not a 
direct order of the commanding officer to 
arrest the individual offender absolutely 
necessary ? The language used is ‘@ie com- 
manding Officer.’ An arrest and detention 
without a warrant must be, it would seem, 
on his-authority and not in consequence ot 
general orders issued by him. In other 
words, the necessity for the exercise of this 
authority must be judged of in each case 
by the highest military officer in rank then 
present. 1t would seem that he cannot dele- 
gate the right to decide who is violating the 
law to a subordinate officer of his own 
command, much less to 4 pol-ce officer over 
whom, so far as I can see, he has no au- 
thority. Section 1142 of the code may or 
may not be of force and if of force may or 
may not apply to the facts of this case. 
It is important, however, as showing the 
legislative mind on the subject under con- 
sideration, It is designed to meet the same 
evil and provides for the arrest and deten- 
tion ot thogm interfering with the military 
while on duty and this arrest and detention 
there

any evidence to show that Lieutenant Bat- 
terlee, if he were the commanding officer,

Did 
Major Kendrick give such an order? Did 
Major Wilicoxson’ To ask these questions is, 
under the evidence, to answer them. 

“But it is said that McDonali was Vio- 
lating a state Jaw and that it was, there- 
fore, the duty of the police officers tu ar- 
rest and detain him. The city charter ‘s 
quoted to the effect that it shall be the 
duty of the pelice ‘to make arrests in the 
marrer preScribed by law of persons vio- 
lating any penal law of this state.’ The 
law of this section has been construed by 
the supreme court and the section must 
be taken-in connection with section 4725 of 
the code, under which it is the duty of the 
cfficer making the arrest to convey the ot 
fender without delay to the most Con- 
venient officer authorized to receive an alfi- 
davit and issue a warrant. Was this done 
in this case? The evidence shows that the 
policeman carried ZicDonald from within 
a few feet of the courtroom door of Justice 
Bloodworth to the station house, and that 
no warrant was obtained from Justice 
Bleodworth or any other judicial officer 
and no effort or purpuse is shcwn to 
tain one. Hence, if the arrest was lawful, 
the detention was unlawful.

clearly did not, under the provisions of that 
section. If section 1193 (y) controls this case 
it does not seem that the disturbance he 
created could amount to a penal offense. 
Major Kendrick testifies to some disorder 
in the ranks at this point, but he does not 
testify to seeing McDonald at the time: 
There were other vehicles than the one in 
which McDonald was seated at or about 
this place, and there is evidence of some 
other person passing in a buggy at or near 
this time. There is also evidence that the 
buggy of McDonald was backed into the 
procession, but this was not by McDonald, 
but by one of the policemen. ‘There is also 
evidence that’ the military passed in less 
space than the interval left for their pas- 
sage by the buggy of McDonald and the 
other vehicles. I take it that. the evidence 
tending to show that he interfered with the 
military is that of Major Willcoxsin, Major 
Willcoxson testified that he was in imme- 
diate command of the regiment and that 
it was his intention to pass this place in 
an order which the space left by McDon- 
ald and others prevented. He gave no com- 
mand to that effect. But can a criminal 
offer.se be predicated upon the ungiven or- 
der of the commanding: officer? It may be 
that the parade would have been more sat- 
isfactory if McDonald and the other people 
who, to some extent, obstructed the street 
here, and those who partially blockaded the 
same on other streets at other points, had 
not done so. But it does not seem to me 
that McDonald would have beena criminal 
unless hjs presence prevented the execution 
of an order actually given or unless he had 
notice that such an order would be given. 
A mere order from a police officer, said 
officer not being also a military officer, 
‘to get out of there,’ without more, would 
not be such notice. 

‘But it is said that the military are giv- 
en right of way under section 16 of the act 
of October 13, 1885. °The testimony shows 
that to executa certain military maneuvers 
which are legitimate and proper under the 
tactics, not the roadway only but the side- 
walks as well, would be necessary on the 
street In question. Hence, if being on any 
part of the street during a parade may be- 
come a penal offense this right of way of 
the military would drive everybody indoors. 
Is not this too broad a result? In the ar- 
gument, attention was called to the fact 
that this section was without a penal sanc- 
tion. If it was designed by the legislature 
to be construed in connection with section 
1103 (vy), why would so many Iimitations be 
thrown around the penal provision in ref- 
erence to the passage and occupancy of the 
streets in times of actual riot? For these 
provisions. see section 9 of the act of Oc- 
tiber 13, 1885. Perhaps this right of way 
goes no farther than allowing no redress 
for damage or loss to person or property re- 
sulting from obstruction to the military. 
It may go further, but it is hardly penal 
ac no punishment is provided in this section

The com- 
pany is having very large orders, and every 
prospect of better business than it had last 
year. 

A gentleman who sold Lackawanna sev- 
eral months ago says: “‘The general idea is 
that the coal trade is-in @ bad shape and 
dividends must be reduced and he has 
made a mistake.

Financial Gossip. 

The New York Stockholder, in its review 
of the market last weck, says: 

“With few exceptions stocks’ have declin- 
ed slowly end irregularly from the vest 
prices in May, 245 points, bankrupts being 
down most. Activity has gone out of, the 
speculation and in place of the heavy trans- 
actions of a fortnight ago, there is a trad- 
ers’ market which declines one day ard 
rallies the next on smaii dealings by pro- 
fessionals within and outside of the stuck 
exchange. 

“There ts nothing in sight at the .mo- 
ment to cause much change in these spec- 
ulative features. The present range of 
high-priced stocks, which will ultimately 
recede further, discounts about all the bet- 
terment thet has taken place in conda- 
tions or that is likely to occur for the 
present, vet temporarily and en local causes 
such properties may be a purchase on con- 
cessions for turns. The coal stocks are 
high enough tor the cheapest coal and 
the worst trade situation in years, the 
Grangers and trunk lines are at an atti- 
tude which discounts crops not yet grown. 

“The reason these dividend payers have 
not reacted more sharply lies in the money 
market. Millions of dollars seek borrow- 
ers at the stock excharyse vainly, though 
Offered at. the very low rates of 1 per cent 
on call, 2 on time, The condition is one 
vVhich tightens the grip on stocks of even 
coubtful dividend prospects, while as wg 
gilt-eage cones they are not to be had -ex- 
cept at what might be called prohibitive 
prices. 

“This week, on Thursday, the directors 
of Northwest will declare a semi-annual 
dividend of 1% per cent, which virtually 
makes the stock a 4 per center. ‘There 
have been times when such an event, com- 
ing suddenly and unexpectedly, would cause 
a 1)-poimt drop. With the public mind pre- 
pared ahead in this case, with everybody 
notified three weeks be2fore action is taken. 
a& precipitate decline ts unlikely. 

“Northwest cught in reason to go duwn 
on the reiuction, but in considering market 
values and dividerds in connection with 
the local situation reason and facts only 
nmiisleac. New York Central, superior to 
the granger in respect cnly to capitaliza- 
ticn and the volume of its floating ‘lent. 
reduces its dividénd from 5 to 4, rises 19 
points, sells $8,000000 of treasury asseis 
465,000 shares of stocks, the rest bonds—vet 
is quoted around 102. Waat do facts 
amount to when ayomalies like these 
abound? 

“To the unprojudiced observer solvent 
low-priced stocks kok much more inviting 
than dividend payers which range from 70 
to 160. Some of the former wittyfrom time 
to time be taken pold of and ®advanced, 
especially those which are either doing 
well in point of earnings or have encourag- 
ing prospects therefor, as Wheeling and 
Lake Erte, Southern railway, Kansis and 
Texas, Texas Pacific, Louisville, New Al- 
bany and Chicago, Lake Erie and Western 
and Colorado Developrnent. 

“General business presents about the 
Same features as a week ago. Revorts of 
gain are perhaps a little less uniform and 
are mist pronounced in iron. The latter 
is the encouraging sign, the industry heing 
helped by the activity in the building trades 
and inereased ptirchases by the railroads, 
many of which cannot longer défer ex- 
penditures fcr betterments and repairs 

“Bank clearings, the ._past week showed 
a large increase over the dull period of a 
year ago, but compar:d less favorably with 
the record of normal vears. The total was 
22 millions, 146 more than in 1833, but 146 
less than in the corresponding period of 
1892, the differences in the case of both 
comparisons happening to be identical. 

“Earnings show up fairly well, though 
it is to be remembered that in 1891 they 
were very poor. This year in the third 
week of May the increase in gross wes 814 
per cent against 6 per cent the secona week 
and 4 the frst. Of course, the gains will 
continue and be larger in the near future 
as we get into the weeks durin which 
comparison will be made with the great 
Strike period of 1894, when railway traitic 
on some of the most important’! systems 
in the country was entirely suspended. 

“Soxchange harderied a tittle during the 
week owing to the searcity of bills. Trm- 
ports of dry goods and general merchandise 
at $9,534,000 were three-quarters cf a million 
more than the week before and $1,f00,900 
more than a year ago. Exports of wheat 
and flour fell off consicerably. Exports of 
cotton were 65,000 bales against 29,000 a 
year agro and since September 1st have 
been 6,447,000 or 1,500,000 mcre than in 1893- 
1894. Port receipts ror the week at 29,000 
eccmpared vith the same total the week 
before, but since September Ist last reach 
7,78),0%, being an excess of 1,969,000 over u 
year ago.”’

Chicago, June 3.—Wheat was weak this 
morning and firm in the afternoon. The 
action was ruled by the weather before 12 
o’clock and by the stocks of wheat and the 
prospects of the yield for this year after 
that hour. Good showers fell yesterday 
and last night through the northwest and 
west, and those sect:ons sent dispatches 
of a marked revival in the plant immedi- 
ately. The weather bureau gave a fore- 
cast of showers for Ilinois, Indiana, Ohio 
and other states that were still suffering 
from 90 degrees temperatures, which was 
followed by a slump of over 2c in prices. 
\After the visible supply figures of 2,015,000 
bushels decrease were posted a recovery 
set ‘n and before the close almost the 
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Gaturday. Cash wheat was wea 
per bushel lower. 

Corn declined at the start on the re- 
ceipts of 601 cars, which were 14 over the 
estimate. on the rains ‘in the west and on 
the weakness which has caused wheat to 
slip away. The vis%ble supply, when it 
was announced, caused further softness, 
but later in the day the turn for the bet- 
ter for wheat helped corn very noticeably. 
July corn opened from 652% to 52%¢, de- 
clined to 50%c, closing at 5l%c, %c under 
Saturday. Cash corn ranged from % to lc 
lower than Saturday.
